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Selectmen's  Report 


In  the  1991  Town  Report,  we  wrote  "...foremost  in  our 
concerns  is  the  economy  and  the  impact  it  is  having  on  many 
of  our  friends  and  neighbors.  We  are  pleased  to  announce  that 
the  Town  ended  the  fiscal  year  within  budget  and  in  a 
fund  surplus  position.  In  addition,  the  results  of  a 
reorganized  method  of  capital  planning  are  starting  to  "bear 
fruit".  We  will  see  a  20%  drop  in  long  term  interest  costs 
this  year.  This  is  not  due  to  interest  rates,  but  to  the 
bonding  plan  we  used  to  finance  the  Town  Hall.  Short  term 
(tax  anticipation)  borrowing  costs  were  also  trimmed  by  40% 
through  sound  money  management...."  In  1994,  we  say  "DITTO" 
In  1992,  the  municipal  tax  rate  was  reduced  by  $.07  and  1993 
was  no  exception.  We  finished  this  year  with  a  reduction  in 
the  municipal  rate  of  $.04  and  ended  with  a  Fund  Surplus  of 
$31,000.  Services  were  improved  and  taxes  reduced  over  the 
three  year  period.  Unfortunately,  the  overall  tax  rate  has 
risen  by  about  an  average  3.5%  We  also  pledged  to  hold  "the 
bottom  line"  to  level  funding  during  that  period  (1991-93). 
Financially,  the  Town  is  in  excellent  shape.  Debt  is  low  and 
the  tax  rate  reflects  our  conservative  approach  to  fiscal 
matters. 

Each  new  year  offers  new  challenges.  This  upcoming  year  is  no 
exception.  To  add  to  the  complexities,  there  is  a 
real  possibility  of  losing  about  16%  of  the  tax  base.  Public 
Service/Northeast  Utilities  is  attempting  to  purchase  the 
rate  contract  of  the  Bridgewater  Steam  Power  Biomass  Plant. 
The  net  effect  of  this  contract  would  be  the  eventual  closing 
of  an  alternative  energy  plant  which  supplies  a  annual  tax 
revenue  of  greater  than  $100,000.  The  immediate  repercussion 
of  such  an  event  is  a  16%  increase  in  your  tax  bill!!  This 
measure  may  not  take  place.  There  are  significant  forces 
rallied  against  this  "deal".  Public  Service  wants  to 
eliminate  the  competition.  We  are  caught  in  the  crossfire. 
If  we  thought  this  closing  would  have  any  significant 
benefits,  we  might  attempt  to  persuade  you  of  the  necessity 
of  "biting  the  bullet".  However,  the  proposed  buyout  is  a 
disgrace.  It  is  not  good  for  the  locally  impacted  towns.  It 
decimates  the  wood  products  industries  that  sells  low  grade 
wood  pulp  to  the  plants.  It  racks  the  small  logger,  hauler 
and  others  who  purchased  equipment  to  earn  a  living  selling 
to  the  plants.  It  is  poor  economic  and  environmental  policy 
to  allow  these  plants  to  be  shut  down.  It  will  cause  the  loss 
of  over  800  jobs  and  will  negatively  impact  the  state 
millions  of  dollars.  Who  will  gain.  Public  Service/Northeast 
Utilities  state  that  this  will  be  good  for  the  ratepayers. 
These  are  the  same  folks  who  can't  project  oil  prices  and 
borrowed  so  much  debt  to  build  nuclear  energy,  Public  Service 
went  bankrupt.  (Actually,  the  impact  may  save  you  $2-$ 3 
dollars  per  month  on  your  rate  bills.  Of  course  that  assumes 
oil  prices  remain  at  the  present  state.   Remember  1973!!) 
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Anyway,  this  whole  mess  is  going  to  be  debated  by  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  in  the  near  future.  We  have  spent 
considerable  time  at  meetings  lobbying  on  your  behalf.  We 
could  use  your  help.  Write  Governor  Merrill  noting  your 
position  on  the  matter.  Send  a  copy  to  Representative  Nils 
Larson,  Bridgewater  and  Senator  Wayne  King,  Rumney.  These 
folks  are  in  favor  of  retaining  the  plants.  Remember, 
Northeast  Utilities  is  a  Connecticut  based  corporation  whose 
main  interest  is  improved  profits  and  return  on  investment 
for  its  stockholders.  It  is  doing  well  in  that  regard.  Your 
elected  representatives  are  suppose  to  represent  the  "public 
good"  not  the  corporate  good.  Write,  please.  Recall  the 
saying  "Politics  makes  for  strange  bedpersons"  (PC)  The  PUC 
is  very  political. 

With  those  somber  thoughts  in  mind,  we  are  proposing  a  modest 
budget.  We  are  recommending  the  replacement  of  a  sander  and 
a  front  end  loader  in  the  Highway  Department.  This  will  be 
funded  from  surplus.  We  are  also  supporting  a  study  of 
repairs  to  the  Town  House  on  Bridgewater  Hill.  Total  expenses 
are  up  slightly  for  fiscal  1994.  We  expect  no  major  increase 
in  the  municipal  tax  rate  this  year. 

We  will  publish  a  newsletter  late  spring  to  bring  all  up  to 
date  in  Department  matters. 

As  most  realize,  the  tax  bill  is  composed  of  Town, 
Schools  and  County.  Since  the  others  constitute  70%  of  the 
tax  rate,  we  can  only  state  -  ATTEND  THEIR  ANNUAL  MEETINGS  I 
In  the  past,  we  have  been  able  to  absorb  some  of  the  other 
increases  through  the  expansion  of  the  tax  base  and  sound 
management  practices.  This  will  not  be  possible  in  the 
future.  We  are  not  as  sure  as  to  State,  County  and  School 
impacts .

INDEPENDENT  AUDITOR'S  REPORT  ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of

Bridgewater,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1993,  as  listed  in  the  table 
of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  general 
purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also 
includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general  purpose  financial  statement 
presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group,  which  should  be  included  to 
conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be 
recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission 
described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position 
of  the  Town  of  Bridgewater  as  of  December  31,  1993,  and  the  results  of  its  operations 
and  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional 
analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of 
the  Town  of  Bridgewater.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in 
our  opinion,  is  fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

The  statistical  report  relative  to  trust  funds  follows  this  more 
informative  message  about  matters  other  than  the  financial  aspects  of 
the  Cemetery  Accounts  and  other  Trust  Funds. 

Beginning  last  year,  the  Trustees  have  operated  with  a  full  quota 
of  three  trustees,  which  has  not  been  the  case  since  1987.  Those  now  on 
the  Board  live  in  several  areas  of  the  Town  making  it  easier  to  note 
problems  which  may  arise  in  any  of  the  cemeteries  for  which  the  Trust 
Funds  have  been  established.  This  past  year  brought  more  problems  than 
usual,  but  all  have  been  resolved  and/or  steps  have  been  taken  to 
correct  the  situation.  Ground  frost  through  many  years  caused  boulders 
and  stones  in  the  wall  of  Webster-Cross  cemetery  on  the  River  Road  to 
fall  outward  and  we  are  indebted  to  Robert  Tucker  for  gratuitously  put- 
ting them  back.  Not  being  cut  stones  and  with  the  ever  present  freezing 
of  the  ground  they  may  tumble  again  and  the  work  may  need  to  be  repeat- 
ed. A  volunteer  cut  wild  bushes  and  small  trees  next  to  the  monuments 
in  the  Old  Center  (Old  Home)  Cemetery  on  Bridgewater  Hill.  Able  care- 
taker Lester  Gilpatric  repaired  the  sign  and  post  which  was  damaged  by 
vandals  last  winter,  besides  mowing  and  regular  care  of  that  large 
cemetery,  as  well  as  Webster-Cross  Cemetery.  The  iron  gates  on  this 
cemetery  and  Emerson  Cemetery  near  John  Smith  Hill  need  to  be  repaired 
this  coming  year.  Emerson  Cemetery  is  the  only  cemetery  that  has  not 
been  mapped  to  scale  but,  with  several  people  have  volunteered  to  help, 
this  project  should  be  completed  this  next  summer.  There  are  no  more 
available  lots  in  the  Whittemore  Cemetery  and  the  Trustees  have  had 
plans  for  an  addition  for  several  years,  but  in  early  spring  the  iron 
fence  should  be  moved  forward  as  much  as  possible,  fill  brought  in  and 
connecting  side  fences  installed.  Available  space  exists  in  all  the 
other  cemeteries  in  our  care.  Able  Dirk  Van  derVoet  cares  for  the 
latter  two  cemeteries.  We  are  pleased  to  have  these  two  dedicated  in 
charge. 

The  Trustees  are  available  to  help  with  information  concerning 
Bridgewater  cemeteries  and  a  list  of  inscriptions  of  all  stones  is 
also  kept  in  the  Library.  Lots  are  available  for  $200.00  each,  4'xlO'. 
Trustees  have  maps  which  are  helpful  for  those  selecting  sites,  and  all 
have  the  responsibility  to  aid  in  matters  concerning  the  above  mention- 
ed burial  grounds.

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The  Bridgewater  Conservation  Commission 
1993  Annual  Report 

Over  the  past  year  Commission  members  and  volunteers  have  given  many  of  their  hours  attending 
the  Commission's  monthly  meetings,  making  site  visits  with  landowners  and  engineers  regardtng 
Wetlands  applications,  attending  workshops  and  seminars  and  planning  a  trail  through  the  Bridgewater 
Town  Forest.   The  Commission  has  also  met  Jointly  with  the  Hebron  Commission  to  begin  a  possible 
joint  study  and  inventory  of  wetlands. 

The  Commission,  under  RSA  36-A:2,  is  responsible  for  creating  and  maintaining  an  inventory  of 
important  natural  resources  including  wetlands.    We  have  met  with  engineers  and  soil  scientists 
to  discuss  this  project.    We  have  found  that  it  will  be  very  Involved  and  will  take  may  volunteer 
hours  If  it  is  to  be  done  economically.    The  Commission  will  begin  this  spring  to  implement  a  three- 
year  plan  to  that  end.    The  first  year  will  consist  of  defining  the  project  goals,  training  Commission 
members  and  volunteers  and  Initiating  the  master  list  of  wetlands  within  the  town.    We  invite  you 
to  join  us  and  help  with  this  most  Important  task. 

The  Commission  reviewed  several  Wetlands  Board  Applications  and  ha6  responded  with  comments 
and  recommendations  to  the  NH  Wetlands  Board  In  Concord.    Members  have  met  on-site  with  applicants 
and  contractors  to  discuss  their  proposals.   Our  practice  is  to  work  with  the  applicant  and  to  guide 
them  through  the  process  thus  helping  to  insure  the  protection  of  our  natural  resources. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  and  to  thank  the  Newfound  Lake 
Region  Association  and  its  Director,  Mr.  Change  Parker  for  his  continuing  assistance  in  providing 
maps  and  other  detailed  information  from  the  Association's  Watershed  Study  to  us  and  the  other 
town  within  the  watershed. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  Jonathan  Gray  and  the  volunteers  for  all  the  work  that  was  done  at  the 
Sawhegenet  Falls  Park  on  the  Pemigewasset  River.    They  worked  hard  to  clean  up  the  park  and  have 
provided  new  benches  and  a  picnic  table.   The  Park  on  the  river  is  a  great  place  to  boat,  swim,  fish, 
picnic  or  just  enjoy  the  scenery.    We  shouldn't  forget  to  thank  Mr.    Lawrence  Drew  for  the  many 
hours  and  hard  work  he  put  Into  creating  Sawhegenet  Falls  Park.    The  Commission  hopes  to  begin 
a  restoration  project  for  the  building  at  the  Park  and  would  appreciate  any  volunteer  help. 

In  June  of  this  year,  the  Commission  will  be  supporting  a  canoe  trip  on  the  Pemigewasset  River 
as  part  of  the  "Source  To  The  Sea"  project  sponsored  by  the  Merrimack  River  Watershed  Council. 
Activities  will  begin  on  June  3rd  in  Woodstock  and  are  scheduled  to  reach  Sawhegenet  Falls  on  Sunday, 
June  5th.    (For  the  die-hard  canoeist  the  trip  will  end  off  Plum  Island  In  Newburyport  but  I'm  only 
going  as  far  as  Bristol  -  and  yes,  before  the  dam,  no  Whitewater  for  me.)   Check  the  bulletin  boards 
and  newspapers  in  May  for  more  about  this  great  event. 

On  a  more  serious  note,  as  you're  are  probably  aware,  an  accident  at  the  Ashland  Sewage  Treatment 
Plant  In  May  of  last  year  released  In  excess  of  200,000  gallons  of  raw  sewage  into  the  Squam  River. 
Within  hours,  this  wa6  detected  at  Ayers  Island  Dam.    The  only  notification  of  this  event  appeared 
in  the  newspapers  several  days  later.    With  Sawhegenet  Falls  Park  at  the  confluence  of  the  Squam 
River  and  with  riverfront  landowners  and  several  campgrounds  just  downstream,  this  could  have 
been  a  very  serious  situation.    Currently  there  is  no  formal  notification  process  for  events  such  as 
this.    We  are  hoping  that  proposed  legislation  requiring  a  formal  notification  process  for  downstream 
communities  and  landowners  will  pass  this  year. 

The  responsible  utilization,  management  and  protection  of  our  natural  resources  is  important  to 
us  all. 

Please  join  us  at  our  regular  monthly  meetings.    The  Commission  meets  the  second  Tuesday  of  each 
month  at  7:30  pm  at  the  Town  Hall  on  Route  3-A.

This  yeat  the  Planning  Board  membership  was  changed  by 
the  retirement  of  Warren  Emmons  and  allan  Dehls.  In  addition, 
after  many  years  of  faithful  service,  Mary  Jane  Denton 
relinguished  her  duties  a  secretary  to  the  Board.  We  shall 
miss  these  fine  people  and  extend  to  them  our  gratitude  for 
their  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Town.  Furthermore,  the  Board 
would  like  to  thank  David  Roberts  for  his  technical  assist- 
ance and  expertise  as  a  volunteer. 

The  Planning  Board  does  not  maintain  an  office  with 
regular  business  hours.  Planning  Board  records  are  kept  at 
the  Town  Hall.  Public  inspection  of  the  Planning  Board 
records  can  be  arranged  by  contacting  the  Chairman  or  Clerk.

Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  State  Forest  Ranger 

During  calendar  year  1993,  the  State  of  NEw  Hampshire 
experienced  an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading 
causes  of  these  wildfires  were  campfires  left  unattended,  un- 
supervised children  and  debris  fires  that  escaped  control. 
All  of  these  fires  are  preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help! 

Please  help  your  Town  and  State  forest  fire  officials  with 
forest  fire  prevention.  New  Hampshire  State  law  (RSA  224:27) 
requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle 
or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned 
any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  ground  is  covered  with 
snow,  without  fist  obtaining  a_  written  fire  permit  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  done . " 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines 
of  up  to  $  1,000.00  and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also 
liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
assisted  many  towns  in  wildfire  suppression  during  1993  and 
participated  in  many  fire  prevention  programs.  This  year,  the 
nation  is  celebrating  Smokey  Bear's  50th  anniversary.  The 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Protection  Bureau  will  be 
working  with  many  communities  to  spread  the  fire  prevention 
message  -  "Remember .. .Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest  fires.  Fire 
prevention  is  the  most  cost  effective  fire  suppression  tool. 
Please  be  careful  around  fires  and  help  us  and  our 
communities  have  a  fire  safe  year.

Forest  Fire  Danger  is  classified  on  a  1  -  5  scale  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  in  the  following 
manner: 

1  -  No  fire  danger 

2  -  Low  fire  danger 

3  -  Moderate  fire  danger 

4  -  High  fire  danger 

5  -  Critical  fire  danger 

Burn  permits  for  brush  or  incinerator  disposal  are 
issued  in  Bridgewater  only  on  days  classified  "1"  or  "2".  In 
addition  a  site  inspection  is  reguired  by  a  Deputy  or  the 
warden  prior  to  the  permit  being  issued.  Therefore  the  public 
is  encouraged  to  plan  ahead  and  call  when  authorizing  agent 
can  inspect  the  area  with  ample  time  for  both  the  landowner 
and  agent.  The  agent  who  issues  the  permit  will  contact 
Mutual  Aid  dispatch.  Permits  are  not  given  over  the  phone 
without  site  inspection. 

The  only  time  a  permit  is  not  reguired  by  State  law  is 
when  there  is  complete  snow  cover  on  the  ground.  However,  it 
is  recommended  that  during  the  snow  season,  the  Warden  be 
informed  of  an  intended  burn  in  order  to  avoid  sighted  smoke 
causing  an  unnecessary  response  by  the  Bridgewater  Fire  Dept.

In  our  plan  for  1994,  we  plan  to  become  a  Medicare- 
Certified  Hospice  Provider.  This  will  bring  an  added  benefit 
to  the  terminally  ill  medicare  recipients.

ANNUAL  REPORT 
1993 


Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  provides  services  to  older 
residents  of  Bridgewater  through  Bristol  Senior  Services  and  the  new 
Plymouth  Regional  Senior  Center.  These  services  include  home  delivered 
meals,  a  senior  dining  room  program,  transportation,  outreach  and  social 
work  services,  health  screening  and  education,  recreation,  information  and 
referral,  as  well  as  opportunities  for  older  individuals  to  be  of  services  to 
their  communities  through  volunteering. 

Any  Bridgewater  resident  over  the  age  of  60  or  members  of  his/her 
family  are  eligible  to  use  the  services  of  GCSCC.  Handicapped  individuals 
under  the  age  of  60  may  also  be  served  through  these  programs.  Although 
there  are  no  charges  for  the  services,  the  Agency  does  request  contributions 
toward  the  cost  of  services. 

During  1993,  34  older  Bridgewater  residents  were  served  through  all 
of  GCSCC's  programs.  These  individuals  enjoyed  dinners  in  the  Senior 
dining  rooms,  received  hot  meals  delivered  to  their  homes,  contributed  hours 
of  time,  energy  and  talent  to  support  services  to  the  community,  used  the 
services  of  our  social  worker.  Services  for  Bridgewater  residents  were 
instrumental  in  supporting  many  of  these  individuals  as  they  attempted  to 
remain  in  their  own  homes  despite  physical  frailties. 

Our  staff  works  closely  with  other  agencies  providing  services  to  older 
people  in  the  community  to  assist  older  Bridgewater  residents  and  their 
families  in  taking  advantage  of  available  programs  and  services  which  will 
improve  the  quality  of  their  lives  and  enable  them  to  remain  in  their  own 
community  for  as  long  as  possible. 

Through  the  years,  GCSCC  has  very  much  appreciated  the  support  of 
the  Bridgewater  community  for  services  when  enhance  the  independence 
of  older  residents  of  Bridgewater.  This  support  is  much  more  critical  at  a 
time  of  Federal  and  State  funding  constraints.

Annual  Report 

The  Pemi-Baker  Youth  and  Family  Services  Council,  Inc. 
is  an  organization  dedicated  to  promoting  community-wide 
approaches  to  aid  the  development  of  healthy  families  and 
children.   The  Council  currently  coordinates  four  programs: 

1)  Juvenile  Court  Diversion-a  program  for  first  time  juvenile 
offenders,  allowing  them  to  be  held  accountable  for 
offenses  without  going  to  court. 

2)  The  Challenge  Course-a  15  hour  early  intervention  drug  and 
alcohol  program  for  young  people  whose  use  of  alcohol  and 
other  drugs  has  come  to  the  attention  of  a  parent, 
school  official,  police,  court  or  other  person 
(including  themselves). 

3)  Information  and  Referral-provides  residents  of  17  town 
region  with  access  to  information  about  human  services  in 
the  area.   During  1993  the  Council  received  approximately 
150  calls  and  visits  through  this  program. 

4)  TIME/Host  Homes-  the  Council  administers  program 
providing  short  term  housing  for  young  people  in  need  of 
time  away  from  home  as  an  alternative  to  running  away. 
Program  initiated  in  the  Fall  of  1993. 

The  Council  is  also  involved  in  several  other  important 
community  efforts.   "Families  First",  a  column  published 
twice  a  month  in  the  Record  Enterprise,  is  co-produced  by  the 
Council.   The  column  addresses  a  wide  range  of  topics  related 
to  family  life.   The  Council  is  also  responsible  for  the 
publication  of  "The  Guide  to  Community  Resources  for  the 
Plymouth  and  Newfound  Area".   In  addition,  the  Council 
provided  administrative  support  to  the  second  annual 
Conference  for  Parents,  held  in  Plymouth  last  September, 
attended  by  over  400  people. 

Future  plans  for  the  Council  include  collaborative 
efforts  with  the  Bristol  Community  Center,  expanded  parent 
support  and  training  efforts,  peer  education  and  continued 
efforts  to  coordinate  services  among  providers  in  the  region. 
Funding  requests  have  been  made  to  each  of  the  17  towns 
served;  1994  requests  are  equal  to  1993  requests.
